Vivisection in France. 


The London VETERINARIAN gives tho 


Allowing account of vivisection as practictd 
n France, almost too horrible t& be pub- 
ished : 


"In a bnildmg or shed opan to the air 


on one side lay six or gcvci« living horses, 
ixed by every possible mechanical contri- 
vance by the head and feet to pillars, to
